Report of the 
Meredith Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Meredith: 


We continue to strive to make additional improvements within our com- 
munity, plan for our future and maintain or improve our level of municipal 
services while maintaining our municipal portion of the tax rate at its cur- 
rent level. 


The budget we are proposing, including all warrant articles we are recom- 
mending for 1996, will maintain our 1995 municipal levy. 


1995 was an extremely busy year for the Town, our employees and 
ourselves. We are very pleased with the volunteer civic involvement ex- 
perienced in Meredith this past year. 


The Moving Wall Memorial came to Meredith in August and was a very 
moving and memorable experience for all that attended. A special note to 
all the volunteers that made the event and the site what it was, Thank You! 
Our Town Report Cover is in tribute. 


The Let Us Not Forget boulder was placed at the Hesky Park flag pole 
to remember those supporting our Country. 


In an effort to promote economic and community development and 
revitalize our downtown, we entered a public/private partnership to purchase 
the former ‘‘Rust Building”’ lot to eventually develop into a Main Street Com- 
munity Park. We are recommending two warrant articles toward this goal. 
Firstly, we propose to utilize $9,100.00 remaining from the Current Use Penalty 
Assessment Fund toward the Park and secondly, we are proposing an arti- 
cle to begin construction in 1996 on the first phase. We are hoping to see dona- 
tions toward the completion. We hope to see the community come together 
to make this park a reality in 1996. Town Planner John Edgar applied for a 
federal demonstration timber bridge grant to install a one lane vehicular 
timber bridge allowing us to connect our High Street and Water Street park- 
ing lots to make downtown more user friendly. We hope to receive word on 
our application in March or April of 1996. 


The community experienced two very significant grand openings in 1995: 
1. the Historical Society Museum on Main Street 


2. the extensive renovation and opening of Bay Point 
Ge 


Volunteers (Bev Lapham and Butch Keniston, among others) are hoping 
the public walkway in front of Bay Point connecting Hesky Park to Scenic 
Park will be built prior to the Spring or Summer Season of 1996. This will con- 
nect all of our Town property on Meredith Bay together! 


The Town Manager has been working with the Woodman family on our 
behalf to obtain a portion of their property to allow Town ownership to meet 
the School District and allow for future joint opportunities. We expect the land 
acquisition will take place in 1996; this is a continuation of planning from 1992. 


We are including a non-binding warrant article to ask your opinion as 
to if we should continue to require inventories of taxable property to be filed. 


As mentioned in our first paragraph, our proposed 1996 budget and recom- 
mended warrant articles will maintain the same level of municipal property 
tax rate as 1995. 


Please review the Town Manager and other departmental reports for 
more of Meredith’s 1995 accomplishments. 


It is because of your interest as citizens, volunteers and our dedicated 
Town employees that Meredith’s projects and tasks are successful. Meredith 
is what it is today because of everyone’s involvement. 


In closing, we have tried to address all issues brought before us and we 
wish to thank you citizens for your support and confidence and allowing us 
to serve you.

Town Manager’s Report 


To the citizens of Meredith, once again, we close a very busy year; I wish 
to thank you for your input and support, especially our employees and many 
volunteers. 


The Selectmen and other Departmental Reports discuss our many 
endeavors of 1995, within the Annual Report. 


1995 was a difficult and trying year due to personnel and other issues and 
changes, but 1995 is now behind us. 


The Town of Meredith continues to comply with additional unfunded man- 
dates. Compliance is very complex, frustrating, time consuming and most 
often expensive, but we continue to meet requirements. 


1995 was an exciting year for our community with more public/private 
partnerships emerging to make Meredith an even better community. 


The Philbrook Avenue sewer/water project was completed just before 
Christmas, final punch list items and street paving are planned for conclu- 
sion in 1996. This effort was accomplished entirely through grant funding. 


Meredith participated in a Small Business Administration tree grant 
planting program and planted 23 mature trees throughout the community. 


An informational sign kiosk was designed by students at Inter-Lakes High 
School and built in the fall at the Lake Waukewan Boat Launch area on 
Waukewan Street. Final signage and walkways will be completed in 1996. 


Work has been ongoing on Reservoir Park on Parade Road. We hope to 
open the passive recreation facility in the Summer of 1996. 


Our major Public Works projects included reconstruction and repaving 
of Skyview Circle and Lovejoy Sands Roads. Much reconstruction was com- 
pleted on Blake Road with final paving to be done in 1996. 


The Waukewan Street economic development sewer extension grant did 
not allow construction in 1995. We expect this will happen in the late summer 
or fall of 1996. The street reconstruction is only to happen after sewer con- 
struction (as voted at Town Meeting), so this would be planned for late 1996 
or 1997. 


The Routes 3 and 25 Task Force continues to diligently work on the review 
of options for future improvements. I am hoping to see concepts available 
for community input in the Summer or Fall of 1996. 


We continue to work with NH DOT for their future improvements to Route 
3 South and Neal Shore Road and Route 104, Pease and Winona Road’s in- 
tersection, among others. 


This report discusses only a few issues we are working on. As you may 
recall a property assessment update will be undertaken. The new values 
should be ready for your review and input in the late summer or fall. Im- 
plementation is allowed by the State of N.H. only for the final billing with 
any tax rate adjustment accordingly. A widely used rule of thumb is approx- 
imately 1/3 of taxpayers will see an actual reduction in the property taxes 
paid, 1/3 will be about the same and 1/3 will receive a property tax increase. 
This update is necessary to insure equity to all taxpayers. This certainly may 
be of consequence to you. Please stay tuned! 


In closing, I have spoken or worked with many of you citizens or tax- 
payers, but certainly not everyone. If you have any questions, opinions or 
concerns, please contact me at the Town Office, 279-4538. 


And finally, this is your community, please get involved!

The 1995 Town Meeting was opened at 7:00 PM at the I-LES Gym by 
Moderator Jollimore. The flag salute was led by Anne Jollimore of the Mary 
Butler Chapter of D.A.R. The moderator gave his instructions to the voters. 
He would not entertain a motion for reconsideration unless overruled by the 
floor. 


ARTICLE 5 

It was moved by Selectman Mongo and seconded by Selectman Lessard 
to see if the Town will vote to (i) raise and appropriate the sum of One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) for the purpose of a Sewer Extension Im- 
provement at Eastbluff Highlands Association, providing that the property 
owners of Eastbluff Village authorize a betterment assessment of One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) plus interest; said appropriation to be 
inclusive of State or Federal grants-in-aid, or contributions from other 
sources; (ii) to authorize the issuance of serial bonds or notes in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, Chapter 33, of the said ap- 
propriation, provided, however, that the total amount of bonds or notes to 
be issued shall be reduced by the amount of such grants-in-aid, or contribu- 
tions from other sources; (iii) to authorize the Town Treasurer to make 
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temporary borrowings, in accordance with the provisions of said Chapter, 
in anticipation of the receipt of the proceeds of said bonds or notes; and (iv) 
to authorize the Treasurer to determine the method and manner of sale of 
such bonds, notes and temporary borrowings, as shall be in the best interest 
of the Town, including the authority to enter into a Tax Regulatory Agree- 
ment containing such representations and covenants as are necessary to main- 
tain such notes and temporary borrowings; to authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Manager to apply for and accept any or all State or Federal grants-in- 
aid, or other contributions in aid of the project and to expend the appropria- 
tion in accordance herewith.

There was general discussion from the floor. Selectman Mongo explained 
there would be a betterment assessment to the property owners. The polls 
opened at 7:10 and closed at 8:25.

ARTICLE 6 

It was moved by Mr. Lessard and seconded by Selectman Hughes to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 
Eighteen Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($318,500.00) for the purpose of 
reconstructing a portion of Waukewan Street and Route 104; and to authorize 
the Selectmen and Town Manager to apply for and accept any or all State 
or Federal grants-in-aid, or other contributions in aid of the project and to 
expend the appropriation in accordance herewith. This appropriation would 
be contingent upon the Waukewan Sewer Construction Project. 

There was some discussion relative to where the reconstruction would 
begin on Waukewan Street. In answer, Mr. Russell explained the portion by 
the railroad tracks would only be resurfaced. 

The moderator declared the article passed in the affirmative by a 
unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 7 

It was moved by Mr. Hughes and seconded by Mrs. Mongo to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate $6,490,083.00 for the necessary opera- 
tional expenses of the Town for the ensuing year’s budget. 

There were questions from the floor requesting a breakdown of the 
salaries and benefits of the employees. Mr. Hughes said that was available 
at the Town Hall and that the public hearings held during the budget process 
had discussed the budget and there was further information in the handouts. 
Mr. Noreen commented that the presentations were confusing. 

Passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. There were a few nays. 
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ARTICLE 8 

It was moved by Mrs. Mongo, for the purposes of discussion, and seconded 
by Mr. Lessard to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000.00) for a Feasibility Study for a Com- 
munity Center. (Requested by the Community Center Study Committee) Not 
recommended. 

Robert Valliere made a motion to amend the article not to exceed 
$13,000.00. It was seconded by Joe Dever. 

There was some discussion on the amendment. The amendment passed 
in the affirmative by a voice vote with a few nays. 

The amended article passed in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9 

It was moved by Mr. Lessard and seconded by Mr. Hughes to see if the 
Town will vote to create an expendable Library Trust Fund under the provi- 
sions of RSA 31:19-a and RSA 202-A, to be known as the Library Maintenance 
Fund, for the purpose of major Library maintenance items and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) towards this pur- 
pose and appoint the Library Trustees as agent. (Requested by the Library 
Trustees) Not recommended. 

Questions from the floor as to why the article was not recommended. Mr. 
Hughes explained that the selectmen favored using the trust funds rather than 
tax funds. Tim Smith, a library trustee, spoke in favor of the article. He said 
that trust funds are governed by the RSA’s and were not for maintenance. 

The article passed in the affirmative by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10 

It was moved by Selectman Hughes and seconded by Mrs. Mongo to see 
if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00) for the purpose of assisting the Route 3/25 Task Force Commit- 
tee in their work. Recommended. 

There was considerable discussion pro and con on the article. Mr. Fred 
Hatch, chairman of the Task Force, spoke in favor of the article and explained 
the need for the funds which include postage and advertising. Mr. Carl Johnson 
Sr. and other members of the Task Force spoke in favor. Mr. Sam Citron, 
Michael Hatch and others spoke against the article. After further discussion, 
a motion was made to move the question. 

The moderator was unable to determine the voice vote. A standing vote 
was taken.

Assessing Department 


Lena Watson Bolton, Assessor 


The Town of Meredith has a total valuation of $596,566,921 for 1995 and 
5,989 parcels that includes all taxable, non-taxable and divided interest 
parcels. 


This past year has been very busy both for the Town and the State 
Legislature. Since coming to the Assessing Department, I have concentrated 
on getting the appraisal files up-to-date in order to do an assessment value 
update to be implemented on the fall 1996 tax bill, worked on department pro- 
cedures, and updated the current land use computer program. I made a cur- 
rent land use map so the property owners in Meredith can see which proper- 
ties are opened to the public for recreational use, such as hunting, snow shoe- 
ing, skiing, hiking, fishing, and nature observation. 


The State Legislature made some changes with regard to filing deadlines 
effective January 1, 1996. The legislature has made an attempt to standard- 
ize the application and appeal process. Under the new system, after the final 
tax bill is issued, a taxpayer will have until March Ist to file any application 
for an abatement, under RSA 76, and all exemptions and credits, plus tax 
deferral for the elderly and disabled, under RSA 72. The municipality will 
be required to send a written decision to the taxpayer by July 1. Note, however, 
that the law still says ‘‘failure to respond shall constitute denial.’’ A taxpayer 
who wishes to appeal must then file an appeal either in Superior Court or at 
the Board of Tax and Land Appeals by September 1. 


A copy of the above mentioned Senate Bill #116 is posted at the Town Hall 
and the Library if you want to review the Bill in its entirety. 


Buildings & Grounds Department 
Joseph L. LaFrance, Supervisor 


The Buildings and Grounds Department was busy again in 1995. We com- 
pleted constructing all of the trash/recycling containers that are placed 
throughout the Town. We also made twenty new picnic tables for use in the 
Town parks. 


In addition to our usual landscaping, we are now maintaining twenty-three 
additional trees that were planted as part of the Tree Planting Grant Pro- 
gram. With the help of the Community Garden Club of Meredith, we were 
able to enhance our flower planting this spring. A special thank you to Patti 
Herrick and Helen Schoenbelen for their assistance in this endeavor. 


We expanded our Christmas lighting display this year. Combined with 
the activities that are sponsored by the Recreation Department, the Town 
of Meredith residents and visitors are treated to a most festive atmosphere. 


Thank you to all who helped make this a successful year! 
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Conservation Commission 
Merritt Webb, Chairman 


Your Commission had four Town woodland parcels surveyed in prepara- 
tion for timberland and wildlife habitat improvements. 


Members walked four easements and are happy to report we found no 
dumping this year. This is an important sign that our citizens are becoming 
more environmentally oriented. 


In addition, we handled 65 Wetlands Board applications, site inspecting 
the majority. We have five complaints of illegal work and damage resulting 
from the lack of siltation and erosion controls. 


Fire Department 
Fred Copp, Chief 


Meredith’s Fire Department joined the computer age in 1995 with the ac- 
quisition of a desktop unit and specialized software which will allow us to bet- 
ter access critical information in a more timely manner. 


Ten members achieved their Career or Level I State Certifications this 
year and we also now have three EMTs in the Department. 


We appreciate the help and cooperation we continually receive from 
Stewart’s Ambulance and especially the Meredith Police Department.

The Public Works Department completed numerous projects this past 
year ranging from road reconstruction to building demolition. The diversity 
of the work accomplished by this department is evident in the following list 
of projects completed. 


The former Jenney Garage located in the Municipal Parking Lot on Water 
Street was razed in preparation for major improvements to the surrounding 
landscape. 


Lovejoy Sands Road, located off of Meredith Neck, and Skyview Circle, 
located off of Pease Road, were both totally reconstructed. This involved 
reclaiming the old pavement, improving not only the existing road bed but 
also all drainage structures and repaving the new road bed. 


Chase Road received drainage and gravel improvements along with a 
new asphalt overlay from NH Route 104 to the intersection at Dolloff Brook 
Road. 


The Meredith Village Cemetery storage building was razed in prepara- 
tion for a new storage building and workshop. Completion of this project is 
anticipated in the Spring of 1996. 


Blake Road is currently under a total reconstruction effort. The old 
asphalt has been reclaimed, drainage improvements have been installed and 
much tree/brush cutting has occurred. An asphalt overlay on this road will 
occur sometime in 1996. 


This department continues to spend many hours on routine maintenance 
tasks such as tree and brush cutting, drainage and roadside improvements,

1995 has been an extremely volatile year in regards to the legal issues 
that currently plague the Sullivan County Solid Waste Disposal District. Iam 
pleased to report, however, that several legal issues were resolved during 
the month of November through the use of arbitration and mitigation 
measures. Both the Town of Center Harbor and the Town of Meredith transfer 
household trash to the district’s incinerator which is located in Claremont, 
N.H. 


This department continues to not only investigate but also pilot new 
recycling opportunities that will assist to decrease waste disposal fees. One 
such pilot program involves stockpiling asphalt shingles, diverting them from 
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landfills and then transferring them to a recycling outfit in Maine. This 
drastically reduces the amount of demolition waste that is landfilled and 
significantly decreases the Town’s overall disposal costs. 


The Annual Spring Cleanup Weekend was a success this past year. Many 
residents utilized the service offered by both the Solid Waste and the Public 
Works Department. I would like to take this opportunity to remind everyone 
that this department accepts used motor oil for recycling on a year round 
basis.

Water and Sewer Department

The Water and Sewer Department finished out the year with the comple- 
tion of the Philbrook Avenue water and sewer extension project. The water 
connection of Inter-Lakes Mobile Home Park was completed, which will serve 
approximately 125 homes. This connection is in part phase I of the water main 
loop from Circle Drive to Kelly Lane. A new water main valve was installed 
on Plymouth Street, as part of the valve replacement program, allowing us 
increased control of the water system. 4000 feet of sewer mains were cleaned 
and videotaped to locate and repair any defects in the collection mains. 


Planned sewer projects for 1996 include the sewer extension on Wagon 
Wheel Trail, the sewer extension on Waukewan Street to Route 104, and the 
videotaping of an additional 4000 feet of sewer mains. Water projects include 
the completion of the water main loop to Kelly Lane, the water main loop 
from Canal Street to Avery Street, and valve replacement on Main Street. 


A reminder that a backflow device is required on all customer water 
services.

NH RSA 466:1 requires that all owners and keepers of dogs three months old 
or over to be licensed annually by April 30 by the Town Clerk. Rabies have 
been reported in the State of NH and it is important that your pets are vac- 
cinated for the protection of the animal as well as your public. 


Forest Fires

During 1995, the three leading causes of fires were again children, non- 
permit fires improperly extinguished and smoking materials. Burning per- 
mits may be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden and at the Municipal Of- 
fice. Violations of RSA 224:27II, the fire permit law and the other burning 
laws of the State are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or 
a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There were 11 fires reported by Belknap County, 465 forest fires state wide 
with 437 acres burned. Early detection and reports from citizens aid the quick 
response from the local fire departments.

The Moving Wall 


In 1993, the American Legion Auxiliary Unit #33 began plans to honor all 
veterans and bring a renewed sense of patriotism to the Town of Meredith. 
Charlotte Reed suggested bringing ‘‘The Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial,” 
known as ‘‘The Moving Wall,’’ to Meredith. ‘“The Moving Wall”’ is built in 
half-scale replica of the Vietnam Memorial in Washington, D.C. There are 
approximately 58,191 names listed on the wall with about 1,300 of those names 
being POW or MIA. 


With the help of Senator Bob Smith and Vietnam Combat Veterans, Ltd., 
we started the process. The Memorial is transported all over the world and 
we were placed on a two-year waiting list. 


The Moving Wall Committee was formed and opened to all who wished 
to participate. Ronald James, a recently retired Naval officer, volunteered 
to chair our committee of five. Marge Tanner designed the brochures and 
headed the Administration Committee; Charlotte Reed headed the Fundrais- 
ing Committee; Michael Hatch volunteered as Publicity Chairman; Peter 
Newell was in charge of ceremonies; Sue Dearborn handled the Donor Board; 
and Barbara Manson coordinated with all the committees. 


In the spring of 1995 we received confirmation that Mr. Robert Murray, 
owner of Lincoln Field on Barnard Ridge Road, would donate the use of his 
fields. 


The actual work of preparing for the arrival of ‘“‘The Wall’’ began. The 
committees grew and the Meredith Lion’s Club jump started the fundraising 
efforts. Donations of time, money, equipment, and manpower came from local 
businesses, organizations and individuals committed to making this project 
a reality. 


‘“‘The Moving Wall” arrived in Meredith on August 23, 1995, and was open 
24 hours a day for seven days. Events and ceremonies were held during the 
week. Examples of the events which were held included: opening ceremonies, 
raising of the Mount Rushmore Flag, POW-MIA Day, Biker Day, Children’s 
Day, Native American tributes, presentations by veterans groups, scheduled 
speakers and those who were moved to speak through their own experiences, 
a variety of music, ending with closing ceremonies. During the week-long 
event, all 58,191 names on ‘““The Wall’’ were read aloud. An estimated 70,000 
people from around the country visited ‘“The Wall.’’ Many who attended will 
never forget this memorable experience. 
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As a permanent reminder of ‘‘The Wall’s’’ visit and the pride felt by all, 
one of the boulders used in landscaping the site has been moved to Hesky Park. 
The boulder, ‘‘Let Us Not Forget,” was placed in the area of Hesky Park that 
is used for the POW/MIA vigil that is held every Thursday evening at 7:00 
PM in recognition of all the POW and MIA veterans whose fates are unknown. 


The Committee extends a heartfelt “THANK YOU”’ to each and every 
person who gave of themselves to this project. A message was sent to the 
world that the Town of Meredith residents, businesses, and organizations have 
a deep sense of patriotism and are proud of our veterans.

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Cooperator of the Year Awards 


In 1995 the Town of Meredith was the proud recipient of two prestigious 
environmental awards. The Belknap County Conservation District recognized 
the Town for its accomplishments in environmental planning and natural 
resource protection. Meredith was chosen as the District’s Cooperator of the 
Year. The District then forwarded our nomination to the New Hampshire 
Association of Conservation Districts for a statewide competition. In 
November, Meredith was selected as the recipient of the New Hampshire 
Cooperator of the Year Award. Representatives from the Board of Select- 
men, Conservation Commission, Planning Board and Zoning Board of Ad- 
justment attended a ceremony in Concord to accept the award on behalf of 
the community. 


Several of the community’s environmental accomplishments were high- 
lighted. Among those cited were our on-going efforts to protect the many lakes 
in Meredith; efforts to protect the Hatch Brook prime wetland complex 
through the acquisition of conservation easements; extension of municipal 
sewer lines throughout the Lake Waukewan watershed; implementation of 
a multi-use forest management plan for Reservoir Park; adoption of a 
reduced-salt, road maintenance policy; implementation of soil erosion/sedi- 
mentation control practices related to road reconstruction projects; opera- 
tion of a model multi-material recycling center; designation as a Tree City 
by the National Arbor Day Foundation and co-sponsor of the ‘‘Celebrate Your 
Lakes Day” event. 
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Tree Planting Program 


In 1995 the Town of Meredith participated in a unique tree planting grant 
program sponsored by the Small Business Administration in conjunction with 
the NH Division of Forests and Lands. Twenty-three (23) trees were planted 
on various Town properties by Jurius Associates, a local landscape contrac- 
tor with assistance from The Family Tree Service, also of Meredith. The ob- 
jective of the project was to demonstrate proper tree selection, planting tech- 
nique and after care through a collaboration between local small businesses 
and Town government. The Buildings and Grounds, Public Works, Water and 
Planning Departments coordinated to provide in-kind services throughout the 
project.

An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used 
and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
general purpose financial statement presentation.

As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred 
to above do not include the General Fixed Assets Account Group, which should 
be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount 
that should be recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omis- 
sion described in the preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial state- 
ments referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial posi- 
tion of the Town of Meredith as of December 31, 1994, and the results of its opera- 
tions and cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general pur- 
pose financial statements taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund 
financial statements and schedule listed in the table of contents are presented 
for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the general pur- 
pose financial statements of the Town of Meredith. Such information has been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects 
in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

Reportable Conditions And Other Matters

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Meredith for the year ended 
December 31, 1994, we considered the Town’s internal control structure in order to deter- 
mine the scope of our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion 
on the financial statements. Our review of these systems was not intended to provide 
assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Ac- 
countants, reportable conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to 
significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control structure that, 
in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability to record, process, sum- 
marize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of management in the 
financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design 
or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce 
to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would 
be material in relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur and not 
be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing 
their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure would not 
necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute 
reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable 
conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of internal controls, 
no material weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems and records were identified. 
Minor weaknesses or other considerations coming to our attention were generally pro- 
cedural in nature and dealt with administrative or recordkeeping practices. In these 
instances, we made specific recommendations or provided instruction to those in- 
dividuals involved during the course of our audit fieldwork. Areas discussed included: 


A. Public Library Trustees Account - Year-end Summary of Receipts and 
Disbursements by category 

B. Consolidation of Cash Accounts and Review of bank reconciliations by Treasurer 

C. Accounting for Betterment Assessments . 

D. Clarification of the wording and intent of Article 29 of the March 1992 Town 
Meeting which states, in part, ‘‘Any surplus remaining in the land use change 
tax fund shall not be part of the general fund until such time as the legislative 
body shall have had the opportunity at an annual meeting to vote to appropriate 
a specific amount from the land use change tax fund...’’. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others 
within the administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this 
report, which is a matter of public record.
